the terms were not accepted, and the town was taken by 
offault. Inthe mean time, Suwarrow had advanced to a& 
in concert with the armies lately attacked by Maffena, but 
fmding them defeated, avoided an ation by keeping the 
ynountains---here he was, however, attacked, and left scoo 
wounded, a part of his artillery, and aimoit his whole bag- 
gege. Ia the mean time Korfakoff, informed of Suwar- 
row’s ftuation, haftily aflembled 2 corps, compofed of the 
remnéat of his army, and that of Horze, the Batavian con- 
tingeat, and that of Conde, attemptedto march tothe Thur, 
and from thence to Zurich, Maffena attacked him, forced 
im to repafs the Rhine with lofs. Maffewa, in thefe bat- 
ties, Mates, that he hastaken-18,000 prifoners, more than 
100 canon, and 13 flands of colours---that 4 Generals 
have been taken, and § killed!

ficulty forced from his band. The wife and two eldeft 
children recovered in fome meafure ; but there are no hopes 
entertained of their lives being preferved for any length of 
time.

LATEST OCCURRENCES IN SWITZERLAND. 


Bascunz, Sept. 27, 

“ On the egd ia the morning, Gen. Hoize was igform- 
ed, that the Frenci: bad crofied the Linth ; but af he did 
not fear a ferious attack, nor conceived the danger to be 
fo great as it really was, hé mounted bis horfe, accompa- 
nied by fome huffars, Col. Plunket, the Lieut, Coil. of the 
huffars of the frontiers, and fome Adjstants, at fix in the 
morning, and proceeded to the advanced polit, between 
Schandis and Caltenbrunn, to recoanoiue. Suddenly they 
found themfelves fursouuded by the enemy, who fired ups 
on them with fmail arms. A corporal, who was prefent, 
and who was fo fortunate as to cut bis way through, favs, 
that he had ‘een Gen, Ho ze fall from ‘us horle, and that 
he was found dead in a ditch the day following ; that Col 
Plunket, aud,the Colonel of the frontier buflazs, . bad alfo 
been killed. The encuny afterwards made a violent attack, 
carried the bridge at Grunav, where they took pol. At 
nine o’clock, three baitatlions of Ruiliaos, under the com. 
mand of the Prigce of Wircemberg, arsived from Rapper (- 
thwyl, who ftarmed the bridge from Grunau to Ulanach, 
withoat firinga thot. But the enemy, reinforced by freth 
troops, renewed the attack, and forced the Ruffians, by a 
heavy grape-thot fire, to quit «hat poit again, on which 
occahon, befides che privates, 9 Colonel, 2 Licutenant Col. 
and 18 officers were killed, end a Rudlian Geyeral wound- 
ed. Should no fuccowrs arrive from Zurich, Gen, Hotee’s 
column will be forced to retreat to the Rinne. 

“ Six im the evening.----Thé Ruffians have alfo been 
defeated near Zurich, and forced to retreat. Zurich is 
again occupied by the French, This afternoon the head 
quarters of our troops were fill at St. Gall, and the troops 
at the diftance of a mile and a half. As they ase not in 
fufficient farce, it is feared they will be obliged to retreat 
acrofs the Riinc.”
